An American who in the classical 
language of his country is at present 
“located” In London w ants to know 
whether any city iii the world is quite 
so niggardly as our town. 
Ile has 
been going the round of the London 
restaurants and has encountered in Hie 
management of them a spirit which 
distresses him. 
“There is, to begin 
with," he says, “a charge of from two­ 
pence to sixpence for guarding your 
hat and coat in the cloakroom, and a 
tip in addition is expected. 
You want 
to wa si) your hands—another twopence 
or another sixpence and another tip. 
You take lip the menu, and, behold, 
there is an intimation that a charge of 
threepence each lier son will he made 
under tile guise of ‘table money.’ The 
charge varies according to the nature 
of the place. Threepence is the lowest 
and sixpence perhaps the average. At 
a great many restaurants it is I shil­ 
ling and In at least two that I have vis­ 
ited Is. dd. 
Tho only difference is 
that in the lower priced restaurants it 
is called ‘table money’ and in the high­ 
er priced ones placed under the capti­ 
vating beading of ‘convert.’ 
To my 
mind, an entrance fee frankly dem and­ 
ed at the door would be much less of­ 
fensive than to find yourself asked at 
the end of a dinner to pay for the trou­ 
ble and expense of cleaning up the cut­ 
lery you have used.” 
Ills conclusion of the whole m atter is 
that “London lives by imposing a fixed 
tariff OJI the accessories th at in every 
other city I have ever been to are 
thrown in gratis,” and he thinks that 
being a gentleman is one of the most 
expensive professions an Englishman 
can have. 
He declares it to he an ut­ 
ter delusion that London is a cheap 
place to live in. 
"For the poor man,” 
he says, “the man whose income is less 
than £800 a year, there is no city where 
less can he had in the way of comforts 
and even the necessities of life. 
In 
New York it is only the luxuries that 
cost. The expenses of everyday living 
may be as great or as small as one 
cares to make them. 
New York, in 
fact, is laid out for the poor man. 
From the transportation system to tile 
price of such fundam ental charges on 
the household treasury as coal, ice. 
fuel, meat, bread, milk and fruit, al­ 
most everything conspires to bring him 
in a good return for a very small out­ 
lay. 
All these things are cheaper in 
New York than in London.”-— Loudon 
Chronicle.

Washington. Feb. 7 —The industrial 
commission has subm itted its final 
report to co: gress. 
It is a document 
of more than 1,000 printed pages. The 
first part, which has been made pub 
lie, deals with the progress of the na­ 
tion, agriculture, mining and" trans­ 
portation. 
Recommendations are made on the 
subjects of transportation and agri­ 
culture. 
The commission advises as 
to transportation as follows, in part: 
‘That the policy of governm ental 
supervision and control of railroads, 
as originally laid down in the senate 
committee report of 18y» and embod­ 
ied the tollowing .year in the inter­ 
state commerce act, be revived and 
strengthened; that the authority of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
necessary for the adequate protection 
cl shippers and clearly Intended bv 
the framers of the law, be restored, 
and that the powers and functions of 
the commrsion be enlarged practi­ 
cally as contemplated in the so-called 
Cullom bill of 1900, except as to au­ 
thority to prepare and enforce a uni­ 
form classification.” 


Agricultural Department Praised. 


Prefacing its recom m endations re­ 
garding agriculture, the commission 
says that 
agriculture 
has 
derived 
more benefit from the establishm ent 
of the department of agriculture and 
from its adm inistrative 
work 
than 
from any other federal legislation. 
it makes the following recommenda­ 
tions on this subject: 
“That the secretary of agriculture 
be given authority— 
“To inspect dairy products intended 
for 
exiwjrt and to certify to their 
grade and quality. 
“To fix standard grades for cereals, 
based on season of growing, quality 
and weight per measure, and, when 
intended for export, to inspect and 
certify the same. 
“To cause 
stock cars and stock 
yards to be cleaned and disinfected 
whenever he considers such action 
essary. 
To make adequate regulations pro­ 
hibiting the shipm ent of uninspecte t 
dressed meat from one state to 
another or to foreign countries. 
To require and direct the proper 
disposition of diseased meat.

Washington. Feb. 7 —The industrial 
commission has subm itted 
its final 
report to co: gress. 
It is a docum ent 
of more than 1,000 printed pages. The 
first part, which has been m ade pub 
lie, deals with the progress at the na­ 
tion. agriculture, mining ancT tran s­ 
portation. 
R e c o m m e n d a tio n s are m ade on the 
subjects of transportation and agri­ 
culture. 
The commission advises as 
to transportation as follows, in part: 
‘That the policy of governm ental 
supervision and control of railroads, 
as originally laid down in the senate 
committee report of 18&A» and em bod­ 
ied the following .year in the inter­ 
state commerce act, be revived and 
strengthened; that th e authority of 
the interstate com m erce commission, 
necessary for the adequate protection 
of shippers and clearly Intended bv 
the framers of the "law, be restored, 
and that the powers and functions of 
the commrsion be enlarged practi­ 
cally as contemplated in th e so-called 
Cullom bill of 1900, except as to au­ 
thority to prepare and enforce a uni­ 


form classification.” 


Agricultural Department Praised. 


Prefacing its recom m endations re­ 
garding agriculture, the commission 
says that 
agriculture

more benefit from the establishm ent 
of the department of agriculture and 
from its adm inistrative

from any other federal legislation. 
It makes the following recom m enda­ 
tions on this subject:

United States the laws of congress 
relating to the crim e of treason and 
similar offenses ag ain st the govern­ 
m ent and said the acts passed by the 
Philippine com mission 
were almost 
identical in their language as tho«e 
enacted by congress in the days of 
the fathers of the republic and that 
there was nothing unprecedented or 
unusual about them. 
The Ohio senator was interrupted 
continually and bad several warm col­ 
loquies with senators who were op­ 
posing him. 
In one of them he a n ­ 
nounced with great earnestness that

T scorns to me that the highest act open to construc­ 
tiv e statesmanship in America today is to conceive 
and formulate a wise Philippine policy—a policy 
which shall be true to the principles of our republic, 
accordant with the facts of the situation, definitive 
and permanent in its character and therefore fitted 
to shape and color all legislation requisite.

COMPAS^ BY THE FIXED STARS. 
I take as my starting point the motives and objects w ith which we 
went into the Philippines. 
They were impressively voiced by Presi­ 
dent AIcKinley, and he 9et them forth to me three years ago. 
OPR 
PURPOSE WAS NOT SELFISH, IT WAS HUMANITA 
RIAN; IT WAS NOT THE VANITY OF SELF AGGRAN­ 
DIZEMENT, IT WAS NOT TUE GREED OF POWER AND 
DOMINION, BUT ALTRUISM CARING FOR THE HAPPI­ 
NESS OF OTHERS, PHILANTHROPY RELIEVING THE FI­ 
LIPINOS OF OPPRESSION AND CONFERRING ON THEM 
THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY. 
I am, of course, aware that 
other and less worthy aims appealed to individual Americans and to 
groups of Americans. 
Y^et it was the humanitarian object of liber 
ating the Filipinos from Spanish tyranny and bestowing upon them 
the boon of freedom that decided the president and people of the 
United States to compel Spain to codo to us her sovereignty over 
the Philippine Islands. 
IF OUR PRESENCE IN THE PHIL­ 
IPPINES BE NOT JUSTIFIED IN ITS PURPOSE AND IN 
TENT, THEN OUR SOLDIERS’ BLOOD IS ON OUR HANDS 
AYE, AND ALL TILE BLOOD, IN THAT CASE INNOCENT, 
OF THE FILIPINOS WE HAVE FOUGHT, the misery we 
have caused their families and the devastation we have wrought in 
their homes. 
But I assert that to confer a blessing was the final 
cause of our acceptance from Spain of sovereignty over the Philip­ 
pines. 
Nothing has happened since to alter our purpose.

fundamental point president Roosevelt, who is not less explicit than 
President McKinley, has said: “We hope to do for them what has 
never before been done for any people of the tropics 
to make them 
fit for self government after the fashion of the really free nations.’ 
What does this mean but that tho Filipinos are to be taught to 
govern themselves as Americans or Englishmen govern themselves? 
And is it necessary to observe that progressive liberty must from 
the nature of the case issue in sovereign independence ?

I say you will never consent to make the Philippine Islands an 
integral and organic part of tao baited States of America.

objections to the plan are insuperable, the reasons against it invin­ 
cible, tho hostility to it ingrained and ineradicable.

For a time this status may suilice; 
is a permanent arrangement it is impossible.

densed the experience of centuries into these last half dozen years.

The American people have always sympathized with “the aspira­ 
tions of nationalitioa after freedom and independence.”

representative institutions have been conferred upon tho Filipinos, 
if the people, through their regularly constituted spokesmen—which 
Luna, Malvar and Lukban never were—petition for freedom and 
independence and show that they are capable of maintaining law and 
order and discharging their international obligations, can it bo 
doubted that tho American people would grant such a petition ?

For that reason I am anxious to see congress grant tho Filipinos 
representative institutions at once. 
With such powers, ideas and 
sentiments as they have, get them in harness quickly, and let them 
tug and sweat under the burden of national affairs. 
This is the way 
men are trained in government. 
If the Filipinos are to learn to gov­ 
ern themselves, the sooner they get at it the better. 
In 1899 I did not venture to make the period of waiting shorter 
than one generation owing to the lack of homogeneity, union and in­ 
tercourse among the diverse peoples of these islands and the want of 
experience by the natives in government during three centuries of 
Spanish dominion. 
This consciousness of nationality, however, is 
today bo manifest and powerful that General Chaffee is reported to 
have declared that the natives of these islands are all traitors to 
American sovereignty, all have their hearts set on independence. 
Then we have the testimony of Governor Taft that the native officials 
have proved reasonably capable in the administration of public affairs. 
The United States is the last people in the world to reason any other 
people into political subjection. 
And against a whole nation aspiring 
and struggling to be independent it is as impossible today to draw 
up an indictment as it was when Burke repudiated the task in con­ 
nection with the people of the thirteen American colonies

NATURED ICEHOUSE. 


Food For Bird* TU** I* P referred In 
the Arctic Regions. 
The number of birds that go to the 
arctic regions to breed is vast beyond 
conception. 
They go not by thou­ 
sands, but by tens and hundreds of 
thousands, and because nowhere else 
in the world does nature provide at 
the same time and in the same place 
such a lavish prodigality of food. 
The vegetation consists of cranberry, 
cloudberry and crowberry bushes, aud 
these, forced by the perpetual sun­ 
shine of the arctic summer, bear enor­ 
mous crops of fruit. 
But the crop is 
not ripe until the middle and end of 
the arctic summer, and if the fruit eat­ 
ing birds had to wait until it was ripe 
they would starve In the meantime, so 
they arrive on the very day of the 
melting of the snow. 
But each year the snow descends on 
an immense crop of ripe fruit before 
the birds have time to gather it. It is 
thus preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis­ 
closes the bushes, with the unconsum­ 
ed last year's crop hanging on them 
os lying, ready to be eaten, on tbd 
ground. 
The frozen meal stretches across the 
breadth of northern Asia. 
It never 
decays and Is accessible the moment 
the snow melts. The same heat which 
thaws the fruit brings into boing the 
most prolific insect life In the world— 
the mosquito swarms on the tundra. 
No European can live there without a 
veil after the snow melts. 
The gun 
barrels are black with them, and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 
Thus the Insect eating birds have 
only to open their mouths to fill them 
with mosquitoes, and thus the pres­ 
ence of swarms of cliff chaffs, pipis 
and the wagtails in this arctic region 
is accounted for.—Pearson’s.

Independence Is 


& & Inevitable 


By JAwOB GOULD SCHURMAN, Ex.President of th e Philippine Commistion 
Appointed by the Late President McKinley 


I seems to me that the highest act open to construc­ 
tiv e statesmanship in America today is to conceive 
and formulate a wise Philippine policy— a policy 
which shall be true to the principles of our republic, 
accordant with the facts of the situation, definitive 
and permanent in its character and therefore fitted 
to shape and color all legislation requisite. 


THE DAY OF 
IGNORANT AND ENTHUSIASTIC RANTING ON

T take as my starting point the motives and objects with which we 
went into tho Philippines. 
They were impressively voiced by Presi­ 
dent McKinley, and ho set them forth to me three years ago.

RIA N ; IT WAS NOT TH E V A N ITY OF SELF AGGRAN­

THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY. 
I am, of course, aware that 
other and less worthy aims appealed to individual Americans and to 
groups of Americans. 
Yet it was the humanitarian object of liber­ 
ating the Filipinos from Spanish tyranny and bestowing upon them 
the boon of freedom that decided the president and people of the 
United States to compel Spain to cede to us lier sovereignty over 
the Philippine Islands. 
IF OUR PR ESEN C E IN TH E P H IL ­ 
IP P IN E S BE NOT JU S T IF IE D IN ITS PURPO SE AND IN ­ 
TENT, TH EN OUR SOLDIERS’ BLOOD IS ON OUR H A N D S— 
AYE, AND ALL TU E BLOOD, IN TH A T CASE INNO CEN T, 
OF TILE F IL IP IN O S W E H A V E FOUGHT, tho misery we 
have caused their families and the devastation we have wrought in 
their homes. 
But I assert that to confer a blessing was the final 
causo of our acceptance from Spain of sovereignty over the Philip­ 
pines. 
Nothing has happened since to alter our purpose. 
On this 
fundamental point President Roosevelt, who is not less explicit than 
President McKinley, has said: “We hope to do for them what has 
never before been done for any people of the tropics—to make them 
fit for self government after the fashion of the really free nations.” 
W hat does this mean hut that the Filipinos are to be taught to 
govern themselves aa Americans or Englishmen govern themselves? 
And is it necessary to ohservo that progressive liberty must from 
the nature of the case issue in sovereign independence ? 


AND I SAY T H A T CONSUMMATION IS INFINITELY TO BE PRE­ 
FERRED TO THEIR INCORPORATION INTO TH E UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AS A STATE OR EVEN AS A TERRITORY. 


I ain sure it is the policy of the American people to admit no 
Asiatic country to tho status and privileges of a state or territory 
in this republic of the United States of America. 
THUS, IF YOU 
LOOK BEYOND TH E PRESEN T AND TH E N EA R FU­ 
TURE, YOU DESCRY IN THE DIM DISTANCE AN IN D E ­ 
PEN D EN T AND SOV EREIGN P H IL IP P IN E REPUBLIC. 
I say you will never consent to make the Philippine Islands an 
integral and organic part of tho United States of America. 
Hie 
objections to the plan arc insuperable, the reasons against it invin­ 
cible, the hostility to it ingrained and ineradicable. 
Very well, what 
then ? 
A colony, a dependency { 
For a time this status may suffice; 
is a permanent arrangem ent it is impossible. 
The Filipinos have con­ 
densed the experience of centuries into these last half dozen years. 
They have dreamed of liberty, they have fought for liberty, they 
have seen in tho east tho star of independence. 
The American people have always sympathized with “tho aspira­ 
tions of nationalitioa after freedom and independence.” 
And when 
representative institutions have been conferred upon tile Filipinos, 
if the people, through their regularly constituted spokesmen—which 
Tama, Malvar and Lukban never were— petition for freedom and 
independence and show that they are capable of maintaining law and 
order and discharging their international obligations, can it be 
doubted that the American people would grant such a petition ? 


THE MISTAKE OF AGUINALDO AND THE 
INSURGENTS 
(SO 
FAR AS TH EY WERE NOT MERE BRIGANDS AND ROBBERS) WAS 
IN APPROACHING THE UNITED STATES WITH RIFLES INSTEAD

From tho American point of view Philippine independence is 
inevitable, and from the American point of view Philippine inde­ 
pendence is a consummation devoutly to be wished. 


ANY DECENT KIND OF GOVERNMENT OF THE FILIPINOS BY 
TH E FILIPINOS IS BETTER THAN TH E BEST POSSIBLE GOVERN­ 
MENT OF FILIPINOS BY AMERICANS. 
For that reason I ain anxious to sec congress grant tho Filipinos 
representative institutions at once. 
W ith such powers, ideas and 
sentiments as they have, get them in harness quickly, and let them 
tug and sweat under the burden of national affairs. 
This is the way 
men are trained in government. 
If the Filipinos are to learn to gov­ 
ern themselves, tho sooner they get at it the better. 
In 1899 I did not venture to make the period of waiting shorter 
than one generation owing to the lack of homogeneity, union and in­ 
tercourse among tho diverse peoples of these islands and the want of 
experience by tho natives in government during three centuries of 
Spanish dominion. 
This consciousness of nationality, however, is 
today so manifest and powerful that General Chaffee is reported to 
have declared that the natives of these islands are all traitors to 
American sovereignty, all have their hearts set on independence. 
Then we have the testimony of Governor T aft that the native officials 
have proved reason ab ly capable in the administration of public affairs. 
The United States is the last people in the world to reason any other 
people into political subjection. 
And against a whole nation aspiring 
and struggling to he independent it is as impossible today to draw 
up an indictment as it was when Burke repudiated the taak in con­ 
nection with the people of the thirteen American Colonie*.

NATURE’6 ICEHOUSE. 


Poo«l For B iri* That Is Preserved In 
the Arctic ItcRlona. 
The number of birds that go to the 
arctic regions to breed is vast beyond 
conception. 
They go not by thou­ 
sands. but by tens and hundreds of 
thousands, and because nowhere else 
In the world does nature provide at 
the same time and in the same place 
such a lavish prodigality of food. 
The vegetation consists of cranberry, 
cloudberry and crow berry bushes, and 
these, forced by the perpetual sun­ 
shine of the arctic summer, bear enor­ 
mous crops of fruit. 
But the crop Is 
not ripe until the middle and end of 
the arctic summer, and if the fruit eat­ 
ing birds hud to wait until it w as ripe 
they would starve in the meantime, so 
they arrive on the very day of the 
melting of the snow. 
But each year the snow descends on 
an immense crop of ripe fruit before 
the birds have time to gather it. It is 
thus preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis­ 
closes the bushes, with the unconsum­ 
ed last year’s crop hanging on them 
o f lying, ready to be eaten, on tho 
ground. 
The frozen meal stretches across the 
breadth of northern Asia. 
It never 
decays and is accessible the moment 
the snow melts. The sam e heat which 
thaw s tho fruit brings into being the 
most prolific insect life in the world— 
the mosquito swarms on the tundra. 
No Euroi>ean con live there without a 
veil after the snow melts. 
The gun 
barrels are block 
with them, 
and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 
Thus the insect eating birds have 
only to open their mouths to fill them 
with mosquitoes, and thus the pres­ 
ence of swarms of cliff chaffs, plpls 
and the wagtails in this arctic region 
is accounted for.—Pearson’s. 


l f i i in ii i i Traltn In Illrtlw. 
Tho human traits in birds are many, 
its most sympathetic naturalists have 
testified. 
Mr. Burroughs has told us 
that there are Jealousies and rivalries 
among the little* winged folk and that 
tho peace of families is often disturbed 
by outside flirts und lady killers.

FLOWER AND TREE. 


Keep begonias where the air Is not 
too dry, and they will not drop their 
lea vee. 
In watering house plants sufficient 
should be given to soak the soil thor­ 
oughly. 
A tfee is nearly dormant in winter, 
especially one that has been lately 
transplanted. 
Plants in a dormant state require 
very little water during th«t winter, 
and an excess will cause decay. 
Drenching rosebushes with strong 
quassia ten is a good curative of bugs 
and other destructive insects and pests. 
To root cuttings quickly fill a saucer 
full of sand, into which the slips may 
bo set. Keep tile sand the consistency 
of mud. 
Never give up a decaying rosebush 
until you have tried watering it two or 
three times a week with soot tea for a 
short time. 
Repotting of plants becomes neces­ 
sary for two reasons—the plant uses 
up the available fertility in the soil 
and tills the pots >Hth roots. 
To prevent crotched trees from split­ 
ting after they come into bearing twist 
and fasten two small limbs together, 
and as Hie stem grows it will prevent 
splitting. 
Cuttings of quick growing herbace­ 
ous plants, like heliotrope, verbena, 
phlox, geraniums, root quickly, chrys­ 
anthemums quickest of all.

cuttings w hen the plants are roost vig­ 
orous.

The 
first part, which has been made pub­ 
lic, deals with the progress of the na­ 
tion, agriculture, mining antT trans­ 
portation.

The commission advises as 
to transportation as follows in part; 
•That the policy of governmental 
supervision and control of railroads, 
as originally laid down in the senate 
committee report of 18&A> and embod­

Agricultural Department Praised.

Mr. 
Hoar,

Massachusetts, expressed 
his astonishment 
that

ehould be enforced by the government 
authorities. 
Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, had 
read 
from the revised statutes 
of 
the 
United States the laws of congress 
relating to the crime of treason and 
similar offenses against the govern­ 
ment and said the acts passed by the 
Philippine commission 
were almost 
identical in their language as tho*e 
enacted by congress in the days of 
the fathers of the republic aud that 
there was nothing unprecedented or 
unusual about them. 
The Ohio senator was Interrupted 
continually and bad several warm col­ 
loquies with senators who were op­ 
posing him.

If tho Filipinos aro to learn to gov­ 
ern themselves, tho sooner they get at it the better.

In 1899 I did not venture to inako tho period of waiting shorter 
than one generation owing to tho lack of homogeneity, union and in­ 
tercourse among tho diverse peoples of these islands and the want of 
experience by the natives in government during three centuries of 
Spanish dominion. 
This consciousness of nationality, however, is 
today so manifest and powerful that General Chaffee is reported to 
have declared that the natives of these islands aro all traitors to 
American sovereignty, all have their hearts set on independence. 
Then wo have the testimony of Governor Taft that the native officials 
have proved reasonably capable in the administration of public affairs. 
The United States is the last people in the world to reason any other 
people into political subjection. 
And against a whole nation aspiring 
and struggling to bo independent it is as impossible today to draw 
up an indictment as it was when Burke repudiated the task in con­ 
nection with the people of the thirteen American Colonie*.

The number of birds that go to the 
arctic regions to brood is vast beyond 
conception. 
They go not by thou­ 
sands, but by tons and hundreds of 
thousands, and because nowhere else 
In the world does nature provide at 
the same time and in tho sam e place 
such a lavish prodigality of food. 
The vegetation consists of cranberry, 
Cloudberry ami crow berry bushes, and 
these, forced by the perpetual sun­ 
shine of the arctic summer, hear enor­ 
mous crops of fruit. 
But tho crop Is 
not ripe until the middle and end of 
the arctic summer, and if the fruit out­ 
ing birds had to w ait until it w as ripe 
they would starve In the meantime, so 
they arrive on the very day of the 
molting of the snow. 
But each year the snow descends on 
an immense crop of ripe fruit before 
the birds have tim e to gather it. 
It is 
thus preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis­ 
closes the bushes, with the unconsum­ 
ed last year’s crop hanging on them 
of lying, ready to be eaten, on the 
g rotund. 
The frozen meal stretches across tho 
breadth of northern Asia. 
It never 
decays and Is accessible the moment 
the snow melts. The same heat which 
thaw s the fruit brings into being the 
most prolific insect life in the world— 
the mosquito swarm s on the tundra. 
No European can live there without a 
veil after the snow melts. 
The gun 
barrels are 
black 
with them, 
and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 
Tims the Insect eating birds have 
only to open their mouths to fill them 
With mosquitoes, and thus the pres­ 
ence of swarm s of cliff chaffs, plpis 
and the wagtails In this arctic region 
Is accounted for.—I’earson’s.
